The 
Blue Points, which Were a failure last 
year, promise to be line and abundant 
this year. In Ivockaway l>ay many oy-ter 
beds have b' cn destniycd by sludge acid 
from the rendering .factories on Barren 
Island, and the owners of oyster bids in 
nein|istead Harbor say that many ol tin- 
beds in those w aters have been destroyed 
by the refuse from the Starch factory" at 
(ilen Cove. The prospect for the ex' port 
trade is better than for many years. Large 
orders have lieen received from agents in 
Europe, and it is probable that many ov.^- 
ters will bo forwarded to California.
